HARPER 
TESTIFIES. 


The Fidelity Banker Takes the Wit- 
ness Stand and Testifies in His 
Own Behalf. 


CINCINNATI, 
Ohio, 
Dec. 
9. —This 
proved to be the great day in the trial 
of £. L. Harper. 
Until after court 
opened it was not known whether Har- 
per himself would become a witness or 
not. 
This uncertainty brought a most 
unusual throng of spectators. 
At 10:05 
the crowd was so ^eat, that an order 
was issued to admit no more, not even 
the attorneys unless the seats should be 
vacated. 


The parties appeared promptly. Har- 
per looked pale and anxious, his wife 
wertry, and her sister, Miss Matthews, 
wore a face bearing traces of recent dis- 
tress. 
At 10:12 o'clock the question 
was solved by Mr. Blackburn calling 
Harper to the witness stand. 
Before 
he took the oath, Judge Jackson asked: 
"Did you request to be placed on the 
witness stand?" 
"Yes, sir," was the 
answer. 
The oath was then adminis 
tered and in answer to questions by Mr. 
Blackburn, the witness said he now re- 
sided in the county jail and told of his 
previous business career, ending with 
the Fidelity National bank, which he 
said was organized out of the Fidelity 
Safe Deposit and Trust company. 
He 
smiled when asked if he knew J. W. 
Wilshire and went on to detail Wil- 
shire's connection with the Fidelity Na- 
tional bank. 
He said that in Septem- 
ber, 1886, he was induced by Wilshire 
to make him a loan of $55,000. 
Wil- 
shire at that time was debtor to the 
bank to the amount of $200,000 and he 
represented to Harper that if this loan 
was not made the bank would suffer. 


He accommodated him upon taking 
an agreement to transfer certain real es- 
tate and also 100 shares in the Fidelity 
National bank at par, then worth 16i;. 
All went well until in October, when the 
witness returned from the little dinner 
party, composed of Wilshire and some 
officers of the bank and found that dur- 
ing his absence Wilshire, Eckert Sc Co's, 
check for $26,000 on the First National 
bank had been returned not good. That 
check, Wilshire said, he was unable to 
make good, and the bank was compelled 
to carry it. 
Another day, when the 
witness was out, Wilshire, Eckert & 
Co., got Hopkins to wire $60,000 credit 
to Chicago upon 
certified 
checks. 
At the close of business hours on that 
day he fonnd Wilshire, Eckert Jc Co.'s 
account overdrawn $60,000, with 
the 
former $26,000Mn their debt to the bank 
of $200,000 aud\heir debt to him of 
$55,000. 
He fel\ that the bank was in 
dangerous position. 
Wilshire trans- 
ferred to him the real estate and stock, 
which he turned over to the bank. 
He 
stormed at Wilshire, but could get noth- 
ing out of him. 
He then suggested to 
the cashier to take a call loan trom Wil- 
shire, Eckert & Co., to square their ac- 
count and save the cashier. 


In an answer to direct questions from 
Mr. Blackburn, Mr. Harper stated, un- 
reservedly, that he never gave an order 
of any kind to Mr. Eckert to buy grain 
for him in Chicago, and he was equally 
sweeping and explicit in saying that he 
never authorized Mr. Wilshire to buy 
grtdn for him in Chicago or elsewhere. 
This is the point of the whole case and is 
in direct conflict with the testimony of 
both Wilshire and Mr. Eckert. 


Mr. Blackburn then took up the ac- 
count of the bank with the First Na- 
tional of New York and the Chemical 
National of New York, where large 
balances were carried and Mr. Harper 
was called on to explain all these trans- 
actions with great minuteness, referring 
often to the books of the bafik. 
In 
general his excuse for irregularities was 
tnat the bank was put into trouble by 
Wilshire, Eckert k Co.'s debt, and he 
used whatever methods he could to tide 
over affairs and save the bank. 
His 
testimony was not ended at noon when 
court adjourned.

9.—The Tribune says 
of Blaine's interview: It is the weakest 
ground Mr. Blaine has ever yet occu- 
pied and no national party can expect to 
go into the presidential campaign on 
that issue, no matter wiio may be its 
leader, and win.

Eym »f the Bee. 


Any one who -«vill take the trouble to 
examine with a lens the head of a bee 
will see on either 
side the large, 
rounded com])ound eje, 
and on the 
forehead or vertex three brigrht little 
Bimpie eyes. 
The latter are, as their 
name implies, comparatively simple in 
structure, each with a single lens. But 
the compound eyes have a complex 
structure. 
Externally the surface is 
seen to be divided up into a great num- 
ber of hexagoual areas, each of which 
is called a facet, and forms a little lens. 
Of these the queen bee lias on each side 
nearly live thousand, the worker some 
8!x tliousand, and the drone upwards 
of twelve tliousand. 
lit neath each 
facet is a crystalline cone, a so-called 
nerve rod, and other structures too 
com}>lex to be here described, which 
pass inward toward the brain. 
It will 
be seen, then, that the so-called com- 
pound ej-e, with its thousands of crys- 
talline cones, its thousands of "nerve 
rods" and other elements, is a structure 
of no little complexity. 
The question 
now arises, Is it 
one structure or 
many? 
Is it an eye or an aggregate of 
eyes? 
To this question the older nat- 
uralists answered confidently—an ag- 
gregate. 
And 
a siiii2ile experiment 
seeuis to w.irranfc this oonclusien. Pu- 
get, (juoted in Goldsmith's "Animated 
Nature," adapted the facets of the eye 
of a il—i:>ardon me, fair reader, of a 
minute aphanipterous insect of the ge- 
nus 
Pulex—so as 
to 
see 
objects 
through it under the microscope. 
"A 
soldier who was thus seen appeared 
like an army of i3igmies,for while it mul- 
tiplied it (iiiniuislied 
the object; tlie 
arch of a bridge exhibited a spectacle 
more inagniticent than human skill 
could perform, and the flame of a can- 
dle seemed the illumination of thou- 
sands of lamps." 
Although Cheshire, 
in his books on the bee, adopts this 
view and sup})orts it by reference to a 
similar experiment, it numbers to-day 
but a few supp.orters. 
One is tempted 
to marvel at the abilitr of the drone to 
co-nrdinato 24,000 separate images into 
a siu.uie distinct object. 
Picture the 
contusion of images of one who had 
sip]iod too freely of the sweet but de- 
lusive dregs of the pun-'h-bowl! 
Under 
similar circumstances human folk are 
rei)orted to see double. 
Thiuk of the 
appalling 
condition of an inebriate 
drone! 
Those who believe the facetted 
eye to be one organ with many parts 
contend that each facet and its under- 
lying structures give not a complete 
image of the external ob ject as a whole 
but the image of a single point of that 
object. 
Thus, there is formed, by a 
juxtaposition of contiguous points, a 
stippled image or an image in mosaic. 
Hence this view is known as Miller's 
mosaic hypothesis. 
Lowne has experi- 
mented with fine glass threads arranged 
like the cones and nerve-rods of the 
bee's eye, and finds that (even when 
they are not surrounded by pigment, as 
are tlie elements in an insect's eye,) all 
oblique rays are got rid of by numerous 
reflections and the interference due to 
the dilierent lengths of the rays. Some 
modification of the mosaic hypothesis 
is now generally adopted, and Dr. 
Hickson has recently Avorked out with 
great care the structure of the optic 
tract which lies between the crystalline 
cones and the hYuin.—Murray's 
Mag-

A J a p a n e s e l liemisl's Shop. 


The quaint old man whose loyal ad- 
herence to the customs of his ancestors 
atlbrded me such an inti-resting illus- 
tration both of old Jai-au and old 
Britain, was a seller of curoyakie, i. e., 
carbonized animals; in other words, 
animals reduced to charcoal, and potted 
in small covered jars of earthenware,; 
to be sold as mediiîine for the sick and 
suflering. 
Formerly all these animals 
were kept alive in the back premises, 
and customers selected the creature 
for themselves, and stood'by to see it 
kilh d and burned on the spot, so that 
there could bo no deception, and no 
doubt as to tho freshness of their 
charj-ed medicine. 
Doubtless some in- 
sensible foreign influence may accoimt 
for the disappearance of the menagerie 
of waiting victims and their cremation- 
ground ; now the zoological back yard 
has vanished, and only the strange 
chemist's shop remains, like a well- 
stored museum, wherein are ranged 
portions of 
tho 
dried carcasses of 
dogs and deer, foxes and badgers, rats 
and mice, toads and frogs, tigers and 
elepliants. 
The rarer the animal, and 
the farther it has traveled, the more 
precious, apparently, are its virtues. 
From the roof hung festoons of gigan- 
tic snake-skins, which certainly were 
foreign importations from some landi 
where pvthons flourish, Japan being 
happil}' exempt from the presence of 
such beautiful monsters. 
I saw one 
ver}' fine piece of a skin, which, though 
badly dried and much shrunken, meas- 
ured^ twenty-six inches across, but it 
was only a fragment ten f(^et in length, 
and was being gradually consumed, 
inch by inch, to lend mystic virtue to 
compounds of many strange irigredients. 
I was told that the }-)erfect skin must 
have measured v(^rv nearly fifty feet in 
length. I saw another fragment twenty- 
two feet long and twelve inches wide; 
this also had evidently shrunk consid- 
erably in dying, and must, when in life, 
have been a very fine specimen.

Pe€uliaritie§ of the Hippopotamns. 
Beginning with 
the exterior, 
the 
skin is of enormous thickness and 
toughness. 
From it are made the ter- 
rible whips called "sjamboks" a stroke 
; of which will cut a groove in a deal 
! board. 
A large sjambok affords tho 
' only argument to which a native draft 
ox will listen, and a smaller instrument, 
called familiarly a "cowhide" is used in 
lieu of our riding whips. 
As the hip- 
popotamus spends so much time in the 
water the skin is perforated with a 
number of poi-es, through which exudes 
a thick, dark, oily secretion, which, 
like the fur of the seal, otter, beaver, 
and other aquatic animals, keej)s the 
creature dry, even when it is sub 
merged. 
When, in July, 1849, Obaysh, 
the first hippopotamus ever brought 
to England, was taken in the Nile as a 
youngster, its slippery skin enabled it to 
wiggle out of the arms of its captor, 
and it was only secured by driving a 
boathook into its hide, the scar remain- 
ing through the rest of its long life. 
When, in May of the following year, it 
arrived in London, I went to see it and 
inadvertently patted it, not knowing of 
the oily secretion. 
Consequently a pair

Now we turn to the 
head. 
The eyes, ears, and nostrils are 
set neai'ly on the sameplane, so that the 
animal can sink itself entirely below 
the surface and bo able to perceive the 
approach of foes by heai-ing, sight, and 
scent. 
When it lies motionless and 
dozing in the water it is naturally a lit- 
tle lighter than a corresponding bulk of 
water, and so floats with only a little 
of the back and the ears, eyes, and nos- 
trils above the surface. 
But it often 
has to sink to swim for some distance 
under water. 
This necessity involves 
several other peculiarities of structure.
